The burner at hla 
mil here, he said, was topped with 
wire mesh of the smallest practic¬ 
able sise. Mr. Connor said he was 
not surprised that Chief Stewart had 
been able to find sawdust emanating 
from the mill, as he had been look¬ 
ing for it. He did not think that 
the refuse would trhvel (urther than 
70S feet unlega In a very strong wind. 
Ns More efficient Burner. 

John D.* Kissinger, managing di¬ 
rector of the Puget Sound Mills, de¬ 
clared that he did not know of any 
burner that wmtld operate more ef¬ 
ficiently than the one at present in 
operation. He did not know of any 
apparatus that would totally pre¬ 
vent the escape of charred sawdust 
from a mill burner. 

K.' Dawson, who has charge of the 
mill burner, testified that the present 
apparatus was the moat efficient one 
that could be built.

Japan’s probable surplus of pea¬ 
nuts exportable to*the United States 
from the current crop will amount to 
100 tons of unshelled peanuts, say 
advices received yesterday at the 
foreign trade bureau of the Chamber 
of Commerce.

In wounding his body and one taking

"Yet, even if we accept these 
figure* a* *n average, though they 
result from the experience of the 
moat skilful bull-dodger that the 
Upanlsh ring ever knew, they are 
amply sufficient to prove that the 
bull ha* a sporting chance consider* 
ably higher than that of the foa or 
door.

his leg broken, and was taken to 
hospital. He was reported as a de- 
ee rt sr. The Ca na dian au thor iti es ar- ■ 
rested me. They put me on board 
the Niagara for Sydney. I didn't want 
to go, so when the ship arrived at 
Honolulu I left. 

The Immigration authorities ar¬ 
rested me and placed me on board 
the Makura Not wanting to be Idle, 

I worked as a trimmer from Hono- j 
tulu. I signed on the log at £14 a I 
month. When I arrived at Sydney 11 
couldn't get my money and the cus¬ 
toms people refused to let me go off 
the ship. I wrote to the shipping 
master about my pay. I was bora in 
Omaha. Nebraska. UJjL, and I left 
America when I was seven years of 
ngs. I went to Australia and stayed 
there until I was 25. Since then I 
have been traveling about the world 
in ships. 

I maintain that I have a claim 
against this company. 1 won’t work 
any more until I get off this boat. 
The shipping company is not going 
to carry me indefinitely for nothing. 
The chief engineer and ths purser 
admitted that I was not the man that 
went off ths boat at Vancouver, when 
1 wast taken aboard at Honolulu, but 
in spite of this I was taken to esa."

Mr. Starr read the telegram to the 
court explaining as he went along 
what he took to be the meaning of 
the sentences. He swore that from 
the telegram he thought Petley and 
Keith were prospectors and that 
lands had been prospected for sol¬ 
dier settlement. Other sentences In¬ 
dicated to him that the Premier had 
gone up to have a look at these lands 
for soldisr settlement and then th* 


Premier had agreed to take over 
these lands at a "nominal" price. " I 
Cut Out Soldiers. 

"The meaning I took was that the 
Premier taking over thee# Unde in¬ 
dividually blocked their use for 
soldier settlement purposes," Mr. 
Starr added 

This ended Mr. Jackson's case for 
the plaintiff. He called only Mr. 
Cowper and Mr. Starr. 

Act Did Net Please. 

Mr. Maclean then opened his case 
for the defence. 

"In 1919 there was an act passed 
taking away very valuable property 
from the Dolly Varden Company on 
Alice Arm and vesting It in the 
Taylor Engineering Co.," said Mr. 
Maclean in his address to the jury. 
"The Dolly Varden Company waa 
not only satisfied with this aad. 
made application to Ottawa to have 
this art disallowed. But the 
-Minister of Justice decided that U>e 
Act should be left to it* operation 
when It could be tested by the 
courts. * 

"ThU brings us to April 13 about 
the time that the date spired for the 
disallowance of the 1919 Act. 

Burners Arrive. 

"Rumors cams to Mr. Rlliott that 
there were- further raids to be mad* 
on the Dolly Varden people just after 
he had started action to have the 
Act disallowed." 

Mr. Maclean explained that Mr. 
Rlliott caused Inquiry to be made in i 
Victoria and he got back the answer 
that no action was intsnded and the 
whole thing was to be left to the I 
courts. 

But on April 19. Mr. Elliott got 
word that legtsUtlon was Intsnded. 
On April 12 hs had Uuncbsd hU 
action to provs In the courts that the 
previous legislation waa ultra vires. 
So Mr. Elliott sent his telegram. But 
IhU did not stop Mr. Oliver bring¬ 
ing down legislation and rushing U 
through, confiscating th* property of 
th* Dolly Varden Mines. 

Awakened at Midnight 

After midnight on April 19, Mr. 
Elliott was awakened in his room In 
the Vancouver Annex by a newspaper 
reported who explained to him that 
the whole thing was being rushed 
through over in VlctorU. Mr. Elliott 
then sent tbs rush telegram protest¬ 
ing that the Premier was not a fit 
person to occupy high office. This 
led to the bringing up of the land 
charges counsel stated. 

"Cemgromised Petitien." 

"The cane." Mr. Maclean went on. 
"that Mr. Rlliott has against Mr. 
Oliver la that 'You. John Olhrer. took 
advantage off your position to get that 
land, practically to force those men to | 
give you that Und.’ " 

When the Premier went North he | 
saw that section 409 of th* Petley and 
Keith property was ths flnsst. said 
Mr. Maclean. Latter. Mr. Maclean said, 
they sold It. but to Ingratiate them¬ 
selves In the Premier's favor they 
bought it back to (urn over to the 
Premier at the same price. 

"The inference Is. that at th* very 
least tha Hon. Mr. Oliver puts him¬ 
self in a terribly compromised posi¬ 
tion," said Mr. Maclean. "Having 
dropped in 1917 section 941, when he 
realised It was risky. In 1919 he Is 
prepared to take It He says he wants 
It for his son. but then he later drops 
It. It la open to fair Inference that 
these men gave him that land so that
